HI£ STIRRING SPEECH ON THE 
RECENT CAMPAIGN. 


THINKS BRYAN WAS ELECTED. 


Plain Talk of the Rascally Methods by 
Which the People Were 
Beaten. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Jan. 2.—United 
States Senator James K. Jones addressed 
the Legislature in joint informal session 
last night in Representatives’ Hall, discus- 
sing the great issue of the last national 
campaign and giving an account of his 
stewardship. A large crowd, in addition to 
the Senators and Representatives, including 
many ladies, filled the floor and galleries 
and united in paying the tribute of sincere 


applause to the distinguished Senator upon 
whom has just been conferred another offi- 
cial term. 

The Senator began by expressing his pro- 
found gratitude for the confidence implied 
in his re-election. A seat in the United 
States Senate should satisfy the ambition 
of any man... He had tried to do his duty at 
all times. Feeling deeply the responsibility 
of his re-election he recalled a recent obser- 
vation that the close of the nineteenth cen- 
tury would witness some stirring events. 
Civilization was on trial. Legislative bodies 
are charged with responsibilities from which 
the average man would shrink trembling. 
But he had an abiding faith in the ability 
of the people ‘to Pipe themselves. 

Senator Jones did not feel disposed to 
discuss the last national campaign, but he 
had been urged to do so. He was not averse 
to giving an account of his stewardship. He 
was ashamed of nothing in his record. The 
Senator launched into a review of the his- 
toric events pertaini to the Presidential 
contest of 1896, detailing in extenso the 
movement in favor of bimetallism and its 
culmination at the Chicago Convention. The 
‘vast sum” used in a year’s labor towards 
organizing the bimetallic forces was $2,245, 
yet it had been charged by a venal press 
that the silver men were supplied with in- 
exhaustible funds. The truth was that the 
people had awakened and sent as their rep- 
resentatives at Chicago men true to their 
convictions, A distinguished man had told 
him that in _——_ to come people would talk 
about the Chicago Convention of 1896 as the 
great convention of the Democratic party. 

Senator Jones talked earnestly when he 
recalled the stirring times subsequent to the 
Chica Convention. He believed devoutly

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 20.—L. E. Fitzgerald, Chairman of the Reor- 
ganization Committee of the Union Pacific Railroad, backed by J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan and the Vanderbilts, has made a proposition to the Government which has 
been accepted by Attorney General Harmon. 

Under its terms foreclosure proceedings must be begun at once. If the Gov- 
ernment will foreclose on the Union Pacific the 
guarantees @ minfmum bid on the whole property, guaranteed to net the Govern- 
ment forty-five million dollars plus the sinking fund. 

The net debt of the Union Pacific is to the Government and is fifty-two mil- 
With the sinking fund included, it aggregates sixty-nine millions. 

Under this proposition the Government would lose twenty-four million dol- 
lars, getting only about sixty per cent of 
the Reorganization Committee and the Attorney General, a deposit of ten per 
cent of the bid, or four and a half millions of dollars, is required as a guaran-

OLD MAN TAKES 
PRUSSIC ACID. 


JAMES A. KEHOE TIRED OF LIV- 
ING WITHOUT HIS WIFE. 


JOKED IN HIS LAST LETTER. 


Engineer Who Had Quarreled With 
His Last Living Relative De- 
liberately Kills Himself. 


James A. Kehoe, 64 years old, a mechan- 
ical engineer, committed, suicide some time 
between 10 p. m. Tuesday and 9 a. m. 
Wednesday by means of hydroecyanic (prus- 
sic) acid, in his room on the third floor of 
Mrs. Willman’s rooming-house at 2322 Pine 
street. 

In letters left by Kehoe it seems that the 
cause was sorrow over the death of his 
wife last April. 

After the death of his wife Kehoe anid his 


daughter, Irene, aged 19, quarreled. 

The quarrel led the young woman to leave 
home. She is employed as a clerk for the 
Sonnenfleld Millinery Co., and lives alone. 

After she left Kehoe sold their home at 2311 | 


Pine street and rented a room in Mrs. Will- | 
mans "house. 

He was not employed after his wife's' 
death, previous to which time he was an | 
engineer in the ~apeees building. 

Four weeks ago he met Patrolman Conrad | 
Hough on the street and in a conversation | 
that lasted an hour or more he eaid he had} 
made up his mind to kill himself; there was | 
no use in him living since his wife's death; | 
he was lonesome, and he could see noth ng! 
in the fvture. 

At 10 p. m. Tuesday he went to his room. 
Usually he was in bed an hour earlier. As 
he passed through the hall he met Mrs, 
Willman and said good night to her. She 
thought from his appearance that he had 
been drinking. 

He locked the door to his room after en- 
tering and is then thought to have spent 
an hour or so writing letters. 

He was in the habit of rising early, and 
when he had not left his room at 9 o’clock 
Wednesday morning, Mrs. Willman sent 
Emmet Scott, a colored porter, to awaken 
Kehve. 

After the porter had rapped repeatedly 
on the door and received no response he 
looked over the transom and saw Kehoe’s 
body lying on the floor in front of the 
dresser. 

The door was forced open and when it 
was found that Kehoe was dead Patrol- 
men Horine and Little were called in. 

On the dresser was an ounce bottle con- 
Prim | about one-third of an ounce of un- 
ee prussic acid. The cork was in the 

ottle. : 

Beside the bottle were three letters, afl in 
envelopes. They show that Kehoe care- 
fully considered what he was about to do, 
and made full arrangements for the dispos- 
al cf his body. 

The bitter feeling he bore to his daugh- 
ter, perhaps his only living relative. was 
indicated by his failure to mention her ex- 
istence. 

One letter, addressed to Coronep Walt, 
bore date of Jan. 13, and read as follows: 

There is no use of a post-mortem exam- 
ination, for I have simply taken a dose 

of bperecrent: acid, diluted, U. sg. P. 

Render your verdict accordingly, Yours 

respectfully, JAMES A. KEHOE.

The body was sent to the Morgue anil 
the letters, with the bottle of poison, were 
turned over to the Coroner. 

The doc*ors in the Coro ‘ner’s office are of 
the opinion that Kehoe could not have swal- 
lowed two-thirds of an ounce of undiluted 


first drop touched his songue he would havee 
been dead and unable to swallow any of it. 
In view of the fact that In the note to the 
Coroner Kehoe mentioned the poison as di- 
luted, and also considering that the cork 
had been replaced in the bottle, “hat Kehoe 
obtained a partly used bottle of prussic acid 
and that what he used to kill himself he di- 
luted in a tumbler of water. 

Even. in that manner death was so in- 
stantaneous that he fell to the floor where 
he drank the poison.

When the number of employes 
is compared with the mileage of each na- 
ticn it becomes apparent that the number 
of employe: in--proportion to the amount 
of work performed is exceedingly small in 
the United States. 

The following figures show the number 
of employes ‘to every one hundred miles of 
road in the different nations: United States, 
479; Germany, 1,316.4;° Aystro-Hungary, 1,- 
074; India, 1,587.52. The fact’ that the United 
States has a greater aggregate number of 
employes in failway. service than the other 
countries is accounted for from the faet 
that in this country the mileage is greater 
by far than in any .of the other countries. 

Tho following shows the mileage of the 
different places: United States, . 163,697.06; 
Germany, 26,675.19; Austro-Hungary, 1i,- 
488.36; India, 17,564. 

Reviewed throughout, these figures show, 
briefly stated, that the occupation of a 
railroad employe in this country is far more 
hazardous than in any other, and therefore 
there is really no legitimate argument 
against a fellow servant Dill. 


RAILROAD LOBBY BUSY. 


Set of Resolutions Circulated That Are 
Not Signed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo, Jan. 2.—The 
railroad lobby is resorting to desperate 
methods to accomplish the defeat of the 
Farris-Avery bills providing for a reduction 
in freight and passenger rates. The lobby- 
ists were busily engaged yesterday in dis- 
tributing a circular letter, or rather a res- 
olution, alleged to ‘have been issued by the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, which 
sets forth an appeal in favor of keeping 
the rates up to the present standard. Fol- 
lowing is a copy of. the resolution: 

Whereas, The railroads of this State, 
during the severe commercial depression 
and financial stringency of more than 
three years past, have seriously suffered 
in loss of revenue from the transporta- 
tion of freight and passengers, so that 
many corporations heretofore prosper- 
ous have become insolvent and their 
properties have been placed in the hands 
of receivers, while all remaining solv- 
ent have been greatly crippled and em- 
barrassed; and, . 

Whereas, Bills “are now pending be- 
fore the Legislature of the State of Mis- 
souri, seeking to still further impair the 
revenues of the railroad companies of 
this State by making radical reductions 
in! rates for transportation of freight 
ani passengers, which would be disas- 
trous’ to the railroad companies of this 
State in their present condition; now, 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
Brotherhdod of Railroad Trainmen that 
these obnoxious legislative measures are 
not less a direct attack upon the wel- 
fare of the employes of the railroad 
companies of this State than upon/the 
companies themselves. We know that 
such reductions of railroad revenue will 
necessarily follow the enactment. of 
these bills.into laws and will inevitably 
result in @ reduced ability of the rail- 
road companies to maintain the present 
scale of weges and the present force of 
employes. The railroad employes of this 
State can stand neither reduction of 
Wages nor working hours, nora diminu- 
tion of the number of men employed.

ay. 

Gov. Bushnell in New York suggested that 
it would be a good time for Senatorial candi- 
dates to count noses while the legislators are 
here. Hanna accepted the challenge, and 
will try to find out if he could get the As- 
sembly over Bushnell if it came to a fight. 
Hanna wants to prove on Friday night that 
he could and thus coerce Bushnell into ap- 
pointing him and save the expense of an 
extra session. 

Foraker will not be at the meeting, but 
his friends will, and they will undertake to 
throw Hanna. ‘The plan is to turn the 
tables upon Hanna, and, in his presence, 
start a boom for James H. Hoyt of Cleve- 
land for Governor, and for Bushnell for 
Senator. The naming of Hoyt is an adroit 
move against Hanna, because it will dispose 
of the cfilaim that the northern part of the 
State deserves recognition.

Gov. Bushnell is quoted thus in a New

ELECTION COMMISSIONERS. 


LAW FAITHFULLY CARRIED OUT. 


He Had Access to the Ballots and Says 
There Were No Indications 
of Fraud. 


“TI am happy to say that I believe the 
Election Commissioners faithfully carried 
out the provisions of the election law. I 
am glad to make this statement, because 
there was so much talk about wrong-doing 
in the office of the commissioners that I, at 
one time, had grave doubts myself.”’

After days of tedious work in recount- 
ing the ballots, Judge Edmunds, it will be 
recalled, threw up his contest against the

Rumors of underhanded work in the Elec- 
tion Commissioners’ office were plentiful 
during the excitement just prior to and im- 
mediately following the election. Judge Ed- 
munds was present during the recounting 
of the baliote in the contest, and, although 
sworn to secrecy, he is not violating his 
oath in any way by making public the con- 
clusions he formed from the inside informa- 
tion gained during the progress of that 
work. Besides exonerating the Election 
Commissioners of the charge of manipulat- 
ing ballots, Mr. Edmunds, on the other 
hand, shows that many petty politicians 
have made false statements when, to curry 
favor with bosses, they boasted of having 
committed fraud. 

Judge Edmunds was found hard at work 
in his law office in the Laclede Building, 
and he was apparently as happy as if he 
had won his contest. When told that a 
jorge number of Democrats were mention- 
ing him as an available candidate for 
Mayor, owing to the strong showing he 
had made by running at the head of the 
ticket at the recent election, Judge Ed- 
munds replied in a positive way: ‘‘No, sir. 
I am not a candidate. I propose to devote 
my time to my profession now. I am not 
seeking any office.” _ 


In regard to the work of the Board of 
on hae Commissioners, Judge Edmunds 
said: 

“When the recent contest between Mr. 
Talty and myself was begun all who had a 
chance to inspect the ballots were sworn 
to secrecy. That is, they were sworn not 
‘to disclose how any one voted, nor how the 
count stood during the progress of the 
count. 

“During the contest I had occasion to 
examine all 'the ballots in two of the wards, 
and the ballots from precincts selected at 
random in various other wards of the city. 
I was struck with the fact that our people 
seemed to understand thoroughly the pre- 
sent election law, and also how to vote 
scratched tickets without danger of losing 
their votes. Among the rejected ballots 
there was scarcely one to a precinct re- 
jected on account of scratching. Those 
rejected were for the most part where vot- 
ers deposited perfect blanks, or scratched 
one column which they did not want to vote. 
For instance, some Republicans might 
scratch the Democratic ticket and vote all 
the rest, or a Democrat might scratch 4 
Republican ticket and vote all the rest. They 
simply scratched the ticket they did not 
want to vote. Or, again, without scratch- 
ing any column they would make marks 
upon some one column they intended to 
vote, such as scratching ‘yes’ or ‘no’ on_the 
amendments and leaving the balance of the 
ticket untouched. 

“Politicians who are claiming that the 
people of this city do not understand how to 
vote, are very much mistaken. The only 
improvement which I could suggest in the 
ballot is to have it perforated between the 
columns, and have the voter tedr off his 
group, make all the changes in that, and 
deposit with the judges. He could destroy 
the balance of the balbot before the judges. 


“In regard to alleged frauds of judges and 
clerks,” continued Judge Edmunds, “I de- 
sire to state that I d.scovered none, nor 
any Pvidence of an attempt to perpetrate 
any. The count by the judges and clerks 
seems to have been accurate and perfectly 
fair and most loyally done on both sides. 
So far as the voting on election day is 
concerned, and the return of the votes 
cast by the judges, I believe it was the 
fairest election we have ever.had in this 
city. 

Ag to whether there were any frauds 
perpetrated prior to the election, or im- 
roper influences used, of course could not 
be ascertained in a contest, and will in all 
probability never be known. 

“The ballot boxes were properly sealed 
and properly delivered by the judges to 
the Election Commissioners, and found in 
perfect condition when we came to exam- 
ine them. The Election. Commissioners ex- 


tended every courtesy in making the count, 


and placed about it every safeguard to pre-

Their position is one of unceasing antago- 
nism, and among so many people that 
wholesale and unstinted condemnation easi- 
ly follows. 

“T saw no evidence during the contest 
(and I had many opportunities, for I was 

resent almost the whole time) that the 

emocratic and Republican Election Com- 
missioners were not perfectly loyal to their 
respective parties as far as they had any 
opportunity in and about the election. 

“Tt am of the deliberate opinion,’ said 
Judge Edmunds, in conclusion, “that the 
better element of the city, if it takes an 
active interest and votes, can control the 
offices in the future and secure a proper 
administration of State and municipal af- 
fairs.”’

CONSUMPTION IS INFECTIOUS. 


Board of Health Will Treat It as Such 
in the Future. 


The action of the New York Board of 
Health in declaring consumption an infec- 
tlous and communicable disease will be fol- 


lowed by the St. Louls Board of Health, 

The local Board was ahead of New York 
in recommending legislation branding it as 
such, but has never taken emphatic action 
itself. It will now do 60. 

A year ago Dr. C. H. Hughes, a member 
of the Board, cortending that the disease 
was infectious, recommended to the Assem- 

B declaring 
expectoration in public places a misde- 
meanor. 

In his 18% report, Health Commissioner 
Dr. Starkloff called special attention to the 
ravages of the disease in the city during the 
past decade. He commended the resolution 
introduced by Dr. Hughes, and declared 
iat the tubercle bacillus was the cause and 
the only cause of the disease. 

“This disease,”” he sald, “by its ceaseless, 
relentiess march into the ranks of the hum- 
an family, demands every year more vic- 
tims than combined wars and. pestilence, 
We can to an extent prevent it if we cannot 
cure it. 

“By deagroging all discharges from the 
body immediately upon their removal, the 
greatest source of infection between man 
and man is removed. According to this 
view consumption becomes a distinctly pre- 
ventible disease.”’ 

“We were away ahead of the New York 
people,’ said Dr. Starkloff Wednesday, “in 
pointing out the infectiousness of the dils- 
ease e did not take more radical st 
because we realized it was useless until the

FILLEY AND KERENS. 

Present indications are that Chauncey 
I. Filley has been finally worsted in the 
long fight between him and the allied 
forces and interests that have massed 
behind Richard Kerens, There is a dispo- 
sition among some who ought to know 
better to rejoice at this as a triumph of 
the “respectable elements” of the Repub- 
lican party over bossism and hoodlumism, 

The Post-Dispatch is unable to view the 
matter in this ight. At the best it is 4 
substitutiom of one boss for another, and 
while bassism of any kind is always ob- 
jectionable, there are degrees of badness 
in it, measured by the relative degree of 
danger to the public welfare which the 
boss represents. 

Filley was and is all that has been 

charged against him. Personally he was 
a boss of the most arrogant and domineer- 
ing kind. There is reason to believe that 
he filled his pockets by levying tribute 
upon his beneficiaries and mercenaries. 
Though not a Hoodlum himself, he drew 
his political strength, especially in the 
large cities, from the Hoodlum element 
rather than from the mercantile, pro- 
fessional and “respectable” classes. He 
knew how to make friends with Mammon 
and profited by it, but in practical politics 
he was apt to appeal to the sans culotte 
as against the silk stocking and silk hat 
gentry. 
This was very bad, of course, but what 
will Mr. Kerens’ triumph mean? Un- 
doubtedly he aims at bossism as absolute 
as Filley’s has been. The Republican 
party cannot hold together anywhere 
without bossism. Kerens’ ambition is to 
substitute his bossism for Filley’s. 

And what does Kerens stand for? He 
stands for and represents the most dan- 
gerous element that has been obtruded 
into American politics since the founda- 
tion of the Government. He stands for 
Money and the Money Power, whose aim 
is to drag down democratic institutions, 
which mean the rule of the people. He 
stands for the despotism of Wealth—the 
most sordid, the most selfish, the most 
conscienceless and the most menacing of 
all. Behind him are those who have 
grown rich by law and special privileges 
obtained by debauching the people’s rep- 
resentatives in nation, State and city, 
and who with insatiable greed are reach- 
ing out for more. He stands for those 
who hold in the most literal sense that 
“patriotism is the last refuge of a scoun- 
drel.”’ He represents the new Power 
against which the whole forces of modern 
civilization must fight successfully, or civ- 
ilization itself must go under. 

Filley is a Demagogue, but Kerens is 
a Plutocrat. A Demagogue is immeas- 
urably less danger@us to republics than 
a Plutocrat. 
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ANOTHER WORD TO MR. LEE. 

Representative Lee of Carter County is 
hugging a delusion. He can have no 
quarrel with the Post-Dispatch, and as- 
suredly the Post-Dispatch will have no 
personal quarrel with him. But nothing 
that Mr, Lee can do—no blackguardism 
or threats—will prevent the Post-Dis- 
patch from observing, and if need be, crit- 
icising his public and official acts; 

He is a representative of the people, 
and his acts as such are legitimate sub- 
jects of comment. As Chairman of the 
House Committee on Internal Improve- 
ments, he holds a position of great influ- 
ence in relation to certain important legis- 
lation, and everything he does or says in 
connection with that position and with 
the legislation which comes before the 
Committee is a matter of public interest. 
In fact, at this time it is a matter of the 
highest public interest, 

The Post-Dispatch pointed out to Mr. 
Lee—in no unfriendly spirit, but as a mat- 
ter of public duty—that in attempting to 
amend the Fellow Servant bill by making 
it include lumbermen, he is either know- 
ingly or ignorantly doing the work of the 
Lobby. It gave the reasons why this is 
so. It pointed out what every one who 
has watched the efforts at Fellow Servant 
legislation during the last few years 
knows to be true, that this enlarging 
of the scope of the bill is the Lobby’s 
favorite and easiest method of defeating 
or rendering abortive all attempts at Fel- 
low Servant legislation for the benefit of 
the large bodies of laboring men who 
have been asking it at session after ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Lee cannot change this by bluster 
or protestation. In matters of legislation, 
the legislator’s fidelity to the interests of 
the people is to be judged not by what he 
Says, but by what he does or attempts to 
do. In its news columns the Post-Dis- 
patch has given Mr. Lee the benefit of 
whatever he has chosen to say regarding 
his motives and purposes in connection 
with the legislation which comes properly 
before his Committee. When he disclosed 
himself as advocating the enlargement of 
the Fellow Servant bill by Including lum- 
bermen, the Post-Dispatch called his at- 
tention to the fact that if his demand 
succeeded, a lot of similar demands would 
be made upon the Committce, which he 
would be in, no position to resist. And 
if his and the other demands are success- 
ful, the Fellow Servant bill is defeated 
at this session, with even less trouble to 
the Lobby than it has had at previous 
sessions, 

These are facts which Mr. Lee should 
not overlook. And if he overlooks them, 
the people will not.

CROWN PROSECUTOR WITH- 
DRAWS OONSPIRACY CHARGE. 


Even the Prisoner Himself Expected 
That He Would Be Convicted 
as a Dynamiter. 


LONDON, Jan. ®—There was a great sur- 
prise at the Old Bailey Central Criminal 
Court this morning when the Crown Prose- 
cutor withdrew the charge of conspiracy 
to commit a dynamite explosion brought 
against Edward J. Ivory, alias Bel, of 
New York, who was arrested in September 
last at about the same time that P. J. 
Tynan was taken into custody at Bologne- 
Sur-Mer, France, and John F. Kearney 
and Thomas Haines, alias J. Wallace, were 
captured by the police at Antwerp, Bel- 
| gium, on the same charge. 

Justice Hawkins, upon the announcement 
by the Crown Prosecutor, ordered the pris- 
oner to be discharged after the jury, acting

Sound Technical Case. 


The case against Pension Agent Fred A. 
Fout, charged with overcharging Eliza Bur- 
ton, a client, for securing her a pension, 
was heard by Judge Phillips and a jury 
in the United States District Court Wednes- 
day. Eliza Burton is reminiscent of the 
colored “mammy” of slavery days. She 
testified that Fout was employed by her to 
collect her pension, drawn for the death of 
her husband, who was a Sergeant in a col- 
ored regiment during the civil war. Fout 
withheld $450 from her, giving her several 
notes for the amounts. She testified that he 
took the $460 out of her hand, against her 
consent, then gave her the notes, which, 
the witness said, had dog’s heads on them. 

The testimony of another wit was to 
the effect that Fout was insolvent at the 
time he gave the notes. Judge Chester H. 
Krum, representing Feut, made the point 
that under the statute the Government had 
failed to make a case. That if Fout was 
guilty his offense was ve ya’ or larceny. 

Judge Phillips sustained Judge Krum’s 
contention, and the jury perforce found a 
verdict of not guilty. 

Before the verdict was rendered, Judge 
Krum requested the court to instruct for 
an acquittal on the second count of the in- 
dictment, to which Judge Adams sometime 
ago sustained a demurrer. The court 
charged Fout with having “retained’’ the 
$450 from Mrs. Burton. 

Judge Phillips refused to instruct as re- 
quested, declaring that he had no patience 
with pension agents who sought to take 
advantage of the ignorance of their clients 
and escape the operation of the statutes by 
subterfuges. He vigorously scored the de- 
fendant and those other agents who fol- 
lowed similar practices. :

The collapse of the prosecution was a com- 
plete surprise to all. In conversation with a 
representative of the Associated Press after 
his discharge from custody, Ivory said he 
had arrived at no decision as to his future 
plans when he returns to the United States, 
‘I am pleased at the result, but it is only 
what I expected,”’ he added.

Commander Booth-Tucker, who is now at 
the head of the Salvation Army in the 
United States, arrived in St. Louis at 8 
o'clock Wednesday morning for the pur- 
pose of conducting several meetings of the 
a extending the social work of the 
6t. uls corps. @ was accompanied by 
Col, and Mra, Higgins, Brigadier Swift and 
Captain Handley, all of New York. Later 
in the day he was joined by AdjutantTay- 
lor of New York and Major Devasundrum 
and Ensign Gonsekera of the army, located 


{in India. 


The Commander was met at the Union 
Station by Brig. Evans and James Stewart 
of 4010 West Bell place, who will be the 
Commander’s host during his stay in St. 
Louis. Commander Booth-Tucker was con- 
ducted at once to the West End Hotel, 
where he was given apartments upon the 

arlor floor. here he rested during the 
orenoon, and received a few callers, The 
Commander ts rather a frail looking man, 
with the head and face of a student. He 
is deeply interested in the work of the 
Army, especially the task of relieving the 
suffering of the poor. The Commander 
possesses some of the characteristics of 
the recent Li Hung Chang, for he started 
in to interview the reporter. After a few 
Se nner ge he began to do the talking, and 

evoted himself chiefly to the social con- 
ditions of the country. 

“TI have spent a number of years in advo- 
cating reforms in the treatment of the 
criminal and pauper classes of our coun- 
try,”” began the Commander, after he ha 
asked about the poor of St. Louis. “‘I al- 
Ways make inquiries into these questions. 
Any one who has made a study of either 
subject will admit that they are approach- 
ing a critical stage. 

“At present, according to the World's esti- 
mate, there are 100,000 men out of employ- 
ment in New York. I am of the opinion 
that ‘this is too large an estimate, but from 
my own observation I am certain that there 
are at least half of that number. When 
we consider those dependent upon these 
breadwinners we can imagine the suffering 
caused in this one city alone. 

“From this we gain an idea of the num- 
her of criminals being manufactured dally. 
Only 10 per cent of the criminals of the 
country commit crimes because their na- 
tures demand a violation of the laws of 
man and God. The 9 per cent would be 
useful members of society if they were able 
to secure employment. Begging is not a 
paying business just now, and a desperate 
man will steal or even kill before he will 
starve or see his children suffer the pangs 
of hunger. Then he is sent to prison, and 
his family goes to a public institution. All 
of them learn to hate society, and leave 
the institutions the more bitter in heart 
and more vicious in their nature. 

“All of this 1 have noticed, and nearly 
all of it is in the big cities. The trouble is 
that the cities are congested. They have 
drawn into them the youth and life of the 
country, as the heart draws in the blood of 
the body. But if the-heart were not able 
to pump out the impure blood, it would die 
of congestion in a few minutes. The cities 
are not able to cast off the failures in life, 
the useless in the position they now hold, 
and congestion results. These conditions 
make for us our paupers and criminals. 

‘ remedy which I advocate is to make 
the criminal classes assist the paupers and 
then help themselves. Confinement in a 
preen does not help aman. Netiher is it 
alr that he should be allowed to compete 
hg: Pring labor of honest men. My scheme

“Secure from the Government a concession 
of land, and ace the criminals to work 
upon this, building houses and fencing olf 
small farms. After one of the places is 
finished let the criminal workmen move on 
to the next, and turn the one just finished 
over to a pauper family from one of: the 
over-crowded cities. Then this family, away 
from the great centers of life, will be able 
to care for itself. ° 

think in this manner the country 
would be able, in a few years, to almost 
totally abolish pauperism and materially 
reduce crime, The scheme is at least 
worth trying. Mayor Pingree’s experience 
with his Detroit potato patches has shown 
us that. I hope to see the day when a 
council of men from the leading cities will 
Sather to consider some such plan.”

LAWYER M’DONALD’S TRICK. 


Tried to Walk Off With a Warrant, but 
the Court Saw and 
Stopped Him. 


Judge William Zachritz refused to recog- 
nize the Governor's telegram withdrawing 
the requisition papers for Leffert Knox 
when the case came up for trial in the 
Criminal Court Wednesday morning on a 
motion of habeag corpus. 

Had Marshall McDonald, who is defend- 
ing Knox on the charge of being a fugitive 


from justice, succeeded in his attempt to 
walk away with the warrant in the case, 
his client would now be a free man. As it 
is, he must appear in court next Monday, 
when the case will again come up for a 
hearing. It was continued in order to af- 
ford the Governor .an rider ig 4 to of- 
ficially notify Judge Zachritz of his with- 
drawal of tir requisition papers in the 
case. 

Circuit Attorney Eggers is of the opinion 
that the vigilance of himself, Clerk Adam 
Doer and Judge Zachritz prevented the dis- 
appearance of the warrant and other papers 
in the case from the court archives. 

Mr. McDonald had obtained possession of 
the papers and had them wrapped up ina 
bundle. He started away with them in a 
careless absent-minded fashion, but was 
stopped by Mr. Eggers, who took the papers 
from him, 

Mr. McDonald then approached Judge 
Zachritz with the Governor’s telegram. 
“Well, I will keep the warrant,” he said, 
“as it is no longer needed. The Governor's 
telegram serves to annul its effectiveness.”’ 

**‘Let me see the warrant,” said the Judge. 

Mr. McDonald passed a paper to him. 

‘This is a copy of the warrant. I want the 
original,”’ said Judge Zachritz. 

Mr. McDonald produced the original from 
the inner reserves of his clothes and the 
document was retained by the court. Mr. 
Knox is still legally bound to oqpeer in 
court next Monday. Had Judge Zachritz 
recognized the telegram there would be 
no legal hold upon him.

AIDED BY HENRY SHCOLNIK. 


She Carried Off Several Thousand Dol- 
lars’ Worth of Drugs and 
Sold Them to Him.

August Levi and Morris Fisher, suspected 
of complicity in the robbery of the Mal- 
linckrodt Chemical Co., were released from 
custody Wednesday morning. The other two 
prisoners, Bertha Koskoski and Henry 
Shcolnik, having confessed the'r guilt, are 
siill locked up. 

They are being sweated by Chief Desmond, 
with a view to obtain full details of the rob- 
bery. The girl has already admitted that 
she sold some of the drugs to other drug- 
gists, but the police are not yet willing to 
disclose any names. 

The arrests were made Tuesday night as 
the result of a long continued investiga- 
tion, 

For several months the chemical company, 
whose factory is at 3600 North Second 
street, has been under surveillance of de- 
tectives. Manager Oscar L. Biebinger dis- 
covered that some one was robbing them to 
a large extent, but all his efforts to locate 
the thief or thieves failed. 

A private detective agency was called into 
service and, after much trouble, it was found 
that the losses occurred in the weighing- 
room. Suspicion fell on Bertha Koskoski, or 
Bertha Meyers as she was known at the 
works, and the facts in the case were laid 
before Chief Desmond. He put Detectives 
James and Tom Tracy to work up evidence 
against her. 

The girl was shadowed for three weeks, 
but without much success until Tuesda 
night, when they shadowed her after ees A 
to her home, 920 North High street. She 
came out again at 9 o’clock with August 
Levi, her lover. The two went to Shcolnik’s 
drug store at 800 Carr street, where the pro- 
prietor was seen to hand the girl a check. 

When she and Levi left the place they 
were arrested and taken back to the store. 
Here Shcolnik and his clerk, Morris Fisher, 
were also arrested. 

When taken to the Four Courts the girl 
and the druggist broke down and con- 
fessed. There was nothing else for them 
to do, as the detectives found $900 worth 
of the stolen drugs in the store. 

Mr. Biebinger said Wednesday morning 
that there was no way of telling how much 
had been stolen. “ 

“Sheolnik thas undoubtedly sold-a great 
deal of the stuff,”’ he said. ‘‘He has been 
getting it for months, buying it for a mere 
pittance. The girl says there are others to 
whom she disposed of the property. I don’t 
like to make any estimates on my present 
knowledge, but egg! $3,000 would cover 
our loss. It might be more or it might be 
ess. 

‘‘We have worked hard on the case and 
spent a good deal of money, and expect to 
see it through. We will prosecute in self- 
protection.”’ 

Shceolnik says he has only been buying the 
stolen goods since last summer. He says 
he has given the girl about $200 and denies 
ever having sold a penny’s worth. 

‘What did you buy it for if not to sell?” 
he was asked. 

The druggist squirmed. Tom Tracy kept 
his eye on him all the time. 

“She begged me so hard,” he finally re- 
plied. ‘I would give her the money to get 
rid of her. I didn’t want to refuse her, and 
I didn’t want to take it.”’ 

‘‘He’s a very kind-hearted man,” put in 
Tracy sarcastically. 

The Koskoski gir] is in a pitiful state. She 
faints on the slightest provocation, and begs 
continually for mercy from whomever she 
may -be talking with. She admits her guilt 
freely, but says poverty drove her to it.

The report also mentioned the pressin 
necessity for new quarters for the Blin 
Girls’ Home. 

The report of Mrs. A. H. Eilers, Treasurer 
of the Association, was next presented. Mrs. 
Hilers also reported as Secretary of the 
Woman’s Christian Home Board, showing 
that 552 had registered at the Home during 
the year, its capacity being but 100. For 
those unable to help themselves, $500 had 
been expended and 85 per cent of the board- 
ie paid the estimated cost of running the 
home. 

Mrs. J. N. Booth, Treasurer of the Board, 
reported that it was out of debt and that 
the summer rest established by the Board 
had proved most successful. <A hotel had 
been rented at Nashville, lll., operated by 
the members of the Board, and it had been 
self-supporting save for, $350 subscribed by 
friends. The rate charged women desiring 
to get away from the city and unable to 
afford extended trips was but $3 a week. It 
was hoped to continue the enterprise next 
summer. 

A vocal solo by Mrs. E. F. Macy was 
followed by an address from Dr. George E. 
Martin on the Christian Home. Mrs. Jos. 
Dickson read her report as Secretary of the 
Memorial Home Board, showing that the 
damage done by the tormado had been rem- 
edied, but that an addition was needed to 
provide more room.

WITH HIS GUN. 


DR. LIPPE GIVES A FOOTPAD A 
WARM RECEPTION. 


TRIED TO GRAB HIS WATCH. 


The Dispensary Physician Held the 
Highwayman and Decorated Him 
With Scalp Wounds. 


Dr. Meyer J. Lippe, a City Dispensary 
physician, was stopped by a highwayman 
at Eleventh and St. Charles etreets at 11:30 
Pp. m., Sunday. After a hard fight the doc- 
tor delivered one of his knock-out blows 
and the foot-pad vanished down the dark 

treet, leaving with the physician all he 
had telied to take from him. 

Dr. Lippe’s watch at the City Dispensary 
is from 3 to 11 p. m. A Iittle after 11 o’clock 
each night he leaves the Dispensary for 


his home at 3338 Washington avenue. 

It is customary with him to walk from the 
Dispensary north on Eleventh street to the 
‘Washington avenue car line. 

Dr. Lippe reached St. Charles street at 
about 11:30 p. m. He walked down the 
Slanting sidewalk and crossed the narrow, 
dark street. As he was passing the corner 
of the building at the northeast intersection 
of the streets a footpad—a white man— 
Sprang out upon him and grabbed at the 
doctor’s watch chain. 

Dr. Lippe had in his overcoat pocket a 
revolver and his hand was upon it when the 
highwayman sprang out upon him. 

The doctor drew the gun from his pocket 
and began decorating the criminal’s scalp 
with a series of elaborate wounds. 

The highwayman broke the doctor's gold 
chain in his attempt to get the watch out 
of the pocket and when the broken end of 
the chain elipped through his hand he 
reached into Dr. Lippe’s upper vest pocket 
and secured a small glass thermometer ina 
gold case. 

The doctor held to the thief and while he 
was ‘delaboring him with tthe butt of the 
revolver the thief fought for his release. In 
one hand he held the thermometer while his 
other hand was busy in an attempt to ward 
off the blows from ‘the revolver. 

The footpad saw that he could not re- 
lease himself with one hand, so he dropped 
the thermometer to the sidewalk and at- 
tacked the doctor with both fists. 


He broke away from Dr. Lippe’s grasp 


on his shoulder and ran east on St. Charles 
s'reet, disappearing in the shadows of the 
big buildings before the physician had time 
to send a few bullets after him. 

Dr. Lippe picked up the thermometer and 
the broken links of his watch chain and 
walked around the block in search of a 
policeman. 

Finding none, he boarded «a Lindell car 
and went home. Beside telling the conduc- 
tor and the members of his own family he 
made no report of the affair to the police.

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THE HIGH HATS 
MUST COME DOWN. 


DELEGATE WATSON HAS INTRO- 
DUCED A BILL AGAINST THEM. 


POLICE WILL PASS JUDGMENT. 


Managers Are Liable as Well as the 
Ladies for Inconvenience 
to Patrons. 


St. Louis fell into line Tuesday night with 
the crusade against the big theater hat that 
is sweeping over the country. Alderman 
Watson thas the honor of fathering the first 
bill against offensive millinery. 

His ordinance, introduced in the House of 
Delegates last night, provides that: 

No person shall wear any hat or bonnet within 
any licensed theater in the City of St. Louis dur- 
ing the timé of performance or during the rendi- 
tion of any programme on the stage or platform, 
but every hat and bonnet shall nf removed from 
the head during the time of sucl? programme or 
performance, provided, however, that the above 
inhibition shall not be held to include skull caps, 
lace coverings or other small er closely-fitting 
headdress which does not interfere with a view of 
the stage by persons in the rear. of such wearer. 

The measure further provides that any 
manager who permits his patrons to wear 
offensive headgear shall be fined not less 
than $10 nor more than $25. 

It shall be the duty of any policeman who 
observes an infraction of the ordinance 
to place the offender under arrest at the 
close of the performance. The offender 
shall pay to the policeman $3. 

This is in the nature of a deposit to in- 
sure attendance in court. The policeman 
gives a receipt for the money. If the of- 
fender does not appear her little bond is 
forfeited. The court is empowered to as- 
sess a fine of not less than $3 nor more than 
$5 against the offending party. 

Alderman Mepham, who has a wife and 
sisters, immediately 4srotested. He wanted 
to go on record as opposing coercive meas- 
ures towards the women of St. Louis who 
recognize the rights of others and habitual- 
ly remove their hats when they are objec- 
tionable to others. 

Mr. Mepham also insinuated that his 
brother. delegate could not have attended 
the local theaters often or he would not be 
so hasty to legisiate about them. 

Delegate Cronin was with the bill on prin- 
ciple, but the measure was not to his lik- 
ing. Mr. Watson had taken snap judgment 
on him, as he was preparing another meas- 
ure which he hoped to introduce at the next 
meeting. 

Despite Mr. Mepham’s objections, the bill 
was passed on its second reading by a vote 
of 11 to 8, nine members being absent. 
Opponents of the bill said after adjourn- 
ment that they would load the measure 
down with objectionable amendments. The 
‘‘man with the clove’’ will figure prominently 
in this supplementary legislation. 

The anti-high hat crusade has become a 
furore. Bills forbidding objectionable head- 
gear in the theater were passed Tuesday 
night at Des Moines, Io., and Bridgeport, 
Conn. A measure of similar purport was 
introduced in the Colorado Legislature. They 
have women members fn that body whose 
attitude will be watched with interest.

THE FOUNDERED DOLPHIN. 


High Water Causes an Abandonment 
of the Attempt to Raise It. 


The transfer boat Dolphin, which went 
down in the cyclone on May 27, will not be 
raised. The recent high water sealed its 
fate. 

Repeated attempts have been made to 
raise the boat. First the proprietors, Cap- 
tains Bollman and Lubin, made the effort, 


but gave it up after they had spent $1,000. 

No further steps were taken for a long 
time. Then the American Dredging Co. of 
Detroit made an examination of the wreck 
and concluded that they could raise it. 
Divers were brought on and every day 
for several weeks a small boat hovering 
over the spot where the ‘wreck lay showed 
that the work was being prosecuted. 

The plan of the company was to detach 
the heaviest parts of the boat’s machinery 
and lift them out, then float the hull on air 
bags. Everything saved by them would 
have been theirs. 

Considerable progress 
when the flood came. The swift current 
compelled a suspension. The water carried 
such a heavy sediment that the wreck was 
covered with the heavy deposit. 

The boat, which now ilies opposite the 
foot of Chestnut street, is an obstruction 
to navigation and will be destroyed by the 
Government snagboat. The heavier parts 
will be lifted out and the woodwork blown 
to pieces and permitted to float away. The 
boat lies bottom up. 

When it sank it was worth about $30,000. 
The safe on board .contained nearly $400. 
This has never been found.

TITLE INVESTIGATOR NEUDORF 
RETAINED BY JUDGE ZACHRITZ. 


HE WILL FOOT THE BILLS. 


Every Piece of Property Pledged as Se- 
curity in the Criminal Court 
Will Be Examined. 


The proposed reform in the acceptance 
of bonds in the Criminal Courts has been 
inaugurated. 

Circuit Attorney Theodore Eggers, follow- 
ing the suggestion of Judge Zachritz, has 
employed D. Ind. Neudorf, 421 Chestnut 
street, to investigate the titles to all real 
estate pledged as security on bonds in the 
Criminal Court. 

This is being done without waiting for a 
bill to be introduced in the Legislature 
making the bonds a mortgage on the prop- 


erty so pledged and providing for a suffi- 
cient fee on bonds to pay for the examina- 
tion by an expert of securities offered. 

When application is now made to sign a 
bond for the appearance of any defendant 
in court for trial the proposed bondsman 
must leave with the Clerk of the Criminal 
Court, Archibald Carr, a list of the proper- 
ty he proposes shall be security for the 
payment of the bond in case the defendant 
does not appear when the case is called. 

Then this list of realty or collateral 
should it be negotiable paper, is turn 
over to Neudorf. Mr. Neudorf will then in- 
vestigate the surety offered. To do this it 
will require a visit to the office of the Re- 
corder of Deeds and a tracing of ‘the title 
down to the present owner. 

Mr. Neudorf will then make his return to 
Circuit Attorney Eggers, showing what in- 
cunibrance, if any, is on the property, and 
the nature of it. 

Then if Mr. Eggers and Judge Zachritz 
consider the security sufficient to guar- 
antee the presence in court of the defend- 
ant, Mr. Eggers will instruct the clerk to 
accept the bond, and upon the signing of 
it the prisoner will be released. 

Further than that the Recorder of Deeds 
has consented to having a lead pencil note 
made in his books of each bond accepted, 
so that it can show as a lien on the realty 
offered in the bond. 

The expense of the examination of the 
titles of such property offered as security 
will be paid by Judge Zachritz and Mr. 
Eggers in the hope that the Legislature, 
in passing the proposed Criminal Court 
bond bill, will make an appropriation suf- 
ficient to cover their outlay in making such 
title examinations. 

The proposed bill will contain a clause 
attaching to each bond a fee, payable by 
the bondsman, sufficient to pay for the 
title examination. 

Judge Zachritz says the bond bill will be 
ready to go to the Legislature within three 


weeks.

WILL CAUSE A ROW. 


Proposition to Increase J..8. Leeds’ 
Salary to $15,000 a Year. 


A movement is on foot which promises to 
cause a sensation when it is brought up
